ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, April 3.—(#)—U. S. heavy 
bomber fleets bombed Budapest 
for the first time today, smashing 
hard at railroads linking Germany 
with the Balkan front already 
punctured by Russian armies, and 
at an aircraft factory making Mes- 
serschmitts for the Luftwaffe. 

A great force of four-engined 
bombers made the round trip of 
nearly 


the Hungarian capital astride the 
Danube, one of Europe's most 
beautiful cities. 

It was the first large-scale air 
attack ever made on Hungary or 
although the city 
‘bombed by the Russians earlier in 
‘the war.

In discussions of American foreign policy, it seems to me that 
the basic issues of war and peace are all but ignored. Those cone 
cern the social issue. On this the world is forming an opinion. The 
rifts which we see developing, apparently over questions of pro- 
cedure. are at base differences in world opinion on s@cial Issues. 

All the rest of the world outside of the United States and Kus-ia 
is moving Jeft. The United States is moving right. Nations going 
in Opposite directions do net Cume tugether. Nor | : tu 
Suggest that the tempo at which Russia and the United States are 
moving rightward promises that-our lines Will meet with hers. The 
Europeans, including Britain, will be happy if they can nieet the 
Russians in social matters somewhere in midstream. We dre likely 


to be in a different*stream altogether. 
Consider a few of the signs, and begin with the most conserva- 


tive country except ourselves, Britain. 7 

Mr. Churchill's last. speech outlined Britain’s domestic program, 
present and postwar. Our press found little interesting in it, hut 
it was revealing and important. Mr. Churchill is a Tory. Rut 
what he proposed for Britain went much farther than anvthing 
promised, performed, or suggested by Mr. Roosevelt at the height 


of the New Deal. 
DISAPPOINTMENT Our disappointment came fram the fact 


that he did not deal with feregn polirey. 
But thie part of his speech was foreign politics. For everything that 
indicates the social future of a major belligerent is a large factor in 


foreign politics. ie : 
Mr. Churchill. for instance, in outlining a grandiose plan for 


du J weun 


‘ public housing, claimed the right of the government to take all the 


land needed for it, with compensation at 1939 values. And, from 
this and previous speeches, it is perfectly clear that Britain intends 
to develop a largely planned economy in which private entarprise, 
as during the war, though maintained will be made subservient to 
the plans and interests of the community as a whole. 

Consider, now, General de Gaulle’s.speech in Algiers on March 
18. It is a plan for a-semi-Socialist France. He promised the out- 
right confiscation of unreasonable war profits, especially of those 
fortunes made by collaboration with the Germans, the socializa- 
tion of natural resources and the key heavy industries based upon 
them, and the right of labor to full ermployment. Again the idea 
is the prounacy of the general welfare over all private interests. 
General de Gaulle if not a radical. In fact, he belongs to the same 
social class from which Mr. Churchill comes. He can only be re- 
flecting what he is convinced is the minimuin will of the French 


majority, . 
THE ITALIAN SITUATION The Italian. situation, that is 
basically no different, has be- 
come acite. At the moment, and since Soviet recognition of Badog- 
lo, we have heard accusations of unilateral action of one power 
without the others. But the issue of fhe Itahan future is not 
changed by any of this. Moscow blames the six Italian parties for 
fighting each other instead of uniting for a common purpose. But 
in fundamental issues they are unified, and the Italian program 
i not much different from that of General de Gaulle. Italv having, 
unlike France, a great latiftindia, comparable to the Hungarian or 
Prussian estates, demands a drastic land reform to break 
these estates into family-sized farms. In that all parties agree, from 
Communists to Catholic democrats. Nor is there any disagreement 
about the socialization of natural resources. 

And again, the rights of private enterprise in all fields except 
those based upon natural resources and constituting in their minds, 
natural monopolies, are supported, even by the Communists. 

The fight against the King and Badcglio is made as-a point of 
honor because of their previous support of Mussolini, but behind 
it is the burning question of the future social structure. 

Whatever happens in Germany, when Nazism collapses, neither 
bolshevism nor pre-Hitler capitalism could be established with any 
popular support. Fither could only be imposed. If we may 
take the program of the Free German Committee in Moscow, or 
other programs put forth by Free German groups elsewhere in the 
world, as in any sense representative, it is fascinating to see that 
they almost exactly conform to the French and Italian patterns — 
a conformiiy which could not possibly have been established by 
consultation. 

In fact, it is obvious that a spititual and intellectual revolution 
is progress Which wall mianitest.aitself materially at the end of 
the war, Whether the majority of Aimericans like it or not. the 
prestige of Mr. Roosevelt, and through him the influence of
